0 explosives, 1 arrest in 2.6K bag checks 


Police: No end date set 
for random screening 
program at CTA stations 

By Tracy Swartz i redeye 
Chicago police have checked 2,600-plus bags 
and packages, made one arrest and found 
zero explosives in the four months since they 
launched a random screening program at CTA 
train stations to check for riders who might be 
trying to carry out a terrorist attack. 

The arrest came in January when, police say 
a man refused to have his bag checked and then 
tried to enter the turnstiles, police spokesman 
Marty Maloney said. 

On Nov 3, police began random bag checks 
at busy CTA stations during morning and eve- 
ning rush hours. The program, which is paid 
for through a federal grant from the Trans- 
portation Security Administration, has no end 
date, Maloney said. 

“The primary purpose of this program is de- 
terrence, with the secondary goal being to de- 


tect the presence of explosives,” Maloney said 
in an email. Maloney did not know the cost of 
the program. 

CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase said the 
agency has not received any complaints from 
riders about the program. 

Bag checks are set up outside the turnstiles. 
Screening dates and times aren’t disclosed, but 
signs inform riders of the checks. 

Police say they approach riders before they 
enter the turnstiles to check their bags. An of- 
ficer rubs a cloth on the outside of the bag or 
package and then enters the cloth in a machine 
to see if there are explosives in the bag. The 
process is supposed to take less than a minute. 

Riders can say no to the bag checks but then 
they must leave the station. If they try to enter 
the turnstiles, they face arrest, police said. 

The one arrest police made was at the Mer- 
chandise Mart Brown Line stop, according 
to police. Scott Davis, 43, of Lakeview, was 
charged with disorderly conduct and criminal 
trespass to state land. 


END OF THE LINE FOR 
MADISON/WABASH STATION 

The city is scheduled to close the Loop 
station, which dates back to the 1890s, 
Monday at 1:45 a.m. In its place, the city is 
building a $75 million Washington/Wabash 
station that will be a combination of the 
Madison/Wabash and Randolph/Wabash 
stations and is slated to open in fall of 2016. 


Davis appeared in court Thursday and his 
attorney said prosecutors have agreed to drop 
charges if he meets certain conditions.

Couple arrested 
after hit-and-run, 
ramming CTA bus

He was behind the wheel of the swerving 
Mercedes— with Chicago police on his tail. 
She was a passenger in the car— pregnant 
and holding a baby on her lap. 

Before it was all over, the driver would 
strike a pedestrian and slam into a CTA bus. 

Anthony Thomas, 22, and Brianna 
Courts, 18, both of the 2200 block of South 
Springfield Avenue, together were hit with 
nearly 20 charges related to the chase and 
crash— including child endangerment. 

Police on Wednesday noticed a Mercedes 
with no license plates driving erratically and 
attempted to pull the car over, according to 
a police report. Thomas, who was driving, 
refused to pull over, and then drove through 
stop lights and stop signs, prosecutors said. 

At Chicago Avenue and Pulaski Road, 
he hit a 59 -year-old woman, who suffered a 
broken arm and fractured pelvis, according 
to prosecutors. 

The car did not stop until it crashed into 
the back of a CTA bus and injured some 
passengers, prosecutors said. 

Courts allegedly got out of the car and 
ran to a nearby laundromat, where police 
arrested her, according to a police report. 
Upon searching her backpack, authorities 
found a total of 15 grams of suspected mari- 
juana. Thomas allegedly ran to a building 
and broke in, but was arrested. 

Courts, who is six months pregnant, was 
taken to a hospital for observation. Judge 
James Brown ordered her released on a 
$10,000 recognizance bond. 

Brown ordered Thomas held in lieu of 
$50,000 bond.

New shooting rocks Ferguson 


St. Louis County and Missouri state troopers 
are taking responsibility for monitoring pro- 
tests in Ferguson, Mo., starting Thursday eve- 
ning as police hunt for the shooter who wound- 
ed two police officers during a protest. 

No arrests have been announced in the at- 
tack, which St. Louis County Police Chief Jon 
Belmar characterized as an “ambush” of officers 
in riot gear who were protecting the Ferguson 
Police Department early Thursday 

The two officers were treated and released 
from the hospital Thursday morning, a spokes- 
man for St. Louis County police said, as Presi- 
dent Obama and other top public officials 
released statements condemning the violence. 
Attorney General Eric Holder called the shoot- 
er a “damn punk.” 

Local activists also condemned the violence, 
and seven witnesses told the Los Angeles Times 
that the shots did not come from a group of sev- 
eral dozen demonstrators who were standing in 
parking lots near police headquarters, but from 
an unknown shooter or shooters on a hill over- 
looking the station where police had gathered. 


After daylight broke Thursday police, some 
in tactical gear, searched a home in the area 
as part of the investigation, according to a 
St. Louis County police spokesman. They 
made no arrests there despite local reports that 
officials led three people away in handcuffs. 

A 32-year-old Webster Groves officer was 
shot in the cheek under his right eye and has a 
bullet lodged beneath his ear, and a 41-year-old 
St. Louis County police officer was shot in the 
shoulder; the bullet exited through his back be- 
tween the scapula and the spine, Belmar said. 
The bullets did not hit any vital organs, he said. 

The shooting came on one of the first warm 
nights of the year and rocked the St. Louis 
area, which had a relatively quiet winter after 
the tumult of summer and fall protests and 
violence in Ferguson after the Aug. 9 shooting 
death of Michael Brown, an unarmed 18 -year- 
old black man, by a white Ferguson police of- 
ficer, Darren Wilson. 

Brown’s family released a statement con- 
demning the attack, calling it a “senseless 
shooting.” 


W. African kids at risk for measies

Bears fans are still waiting 
for a better quarterback 

t traded for Jay Cutler 
in spring 2009, 1 was 
ecstatic. He was a 
young, fresh-off-a- 
Pro Bowl-season, 
laser-rocket-armed 
QB. And he was mer- 
cilessly pummeled by 
opposing defenders 
for those first few 
years, “protected” by 
the leakiest offensive 
line in the league and 
“armed” with starting receivers who wouldn’t 
crack the Top 3 on some other teams. 

His toughness repeatedly was questioned 
by dumb fans, which led me to write my 
most-shared RedEye column ever. (First sen- 
tence: “Jay Cutler could kick your ass.”) I still 
defended his talents well after that fateful 
Bears-Packers NFC title game. But as years 
7, 8 and 9 of his career passed, it became clear 
Cutler’s decision-making and baU-security 
skills were never going to improve. 

When coach John Fox recently was asked 
about Cutler, he said, “In this league you 
don’t stay the same. You’re either getting bet- 
ter or getting worse. ... He’s willing to work at 
it, so I think he’s capable of improving.” 

Fox had to try to spin it. In fact, there’s 
no evidence to suggest Cutler can improve, 
and a significant body of work to suggest he 
can’t. Through nine seasons in the league, 
he’s never posted a quarterback rating over 
90. No man has ever been a starting QB in 
the NFL for nine years and then magically 
popped a 90 -plus season in his loth. And I 
tried to run a stat filter that included the fact 
that Cutler led the league in turnovers last 
year, but my laptop crashed just after beeping 
“WHY WHY NO PLEASE” in Morse code. 

And in today’s NFL, a rating of 90 isn’t 
special anymore. In 2006, Cutler’s first year, 
quarterbacks had a collective 78.5 rating. Last 
season, the league average was 87.1. The 2015 
Bears are stuck paying an uber-premium price 
for an average quarterback. 

Y)u’ve been in this situation before, too. 
Think 4:30 a.m.. Big City Tap, and Jay’s been 
sitting at the end of the bar since midnight. 
You’ve hoped for something better to come 
along. But it’s last call, and now it’s just you 
and Jay I’m not saying this season is going to 
be sloppy-drunk, mostly-unsatisfying sex with 
Jay Cutler. But it’s going to feel like it. Drink

HOW TO EXPAND YOUR ST.

So the old Gaelic toast goes, “Croi follain agus gob fliuch.” It means ‘A healthy heart and a wet 
mouth,” arguably two of the most important necessities for this weekend’s kickoff to St. Patrick’s 
Day celebrations. You can expect to see the ubiquitous trinity of St. Pat’s drinks— Jameson, Guinness 
and beer dyed bright green— on special around town. If you’re looking — 

to move beyond the usual suspects, we tapped a few local experts for ^

I BEYOND 


' “The Guinness that people drink on tap wasn’t 
beer that {Guinness} conquered the world 
with,” said James Murphy cicerone at Mrs. 
Murphy’s & Sons Irish Bistro in North Center 
(3905 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-248-3905). “What 
they were sending out 100 years ago was a 
much stronger bottled product.” Enter the 
Guinness Foreign Extra stout, which Murphy 
said is stronger and hoppier, with a 7.5 percent 
ABV, than Draught Guinness, which has an 
ABV of about 4.0 percent. 

Irish stouts in general tend to be dry and 
very drinkable, Murphy said. “They have a 
little complexity with the roastiness right up 
front and really the astringency in the bitter- 
ness is from that roasty chocolaty malt char- 
acter,” he said. As far as other Irish stout op-^ 
tions straight from the Emerald Isle, it’s slim 
pickings. Murphy’s Brewery Irish stout and 
O’Hara’s by Carlow Brewing Company are 
two other options that can be found around 
the city Guinness dominates the market be- 
cause it bought most of its competition, Mur- 
phy said. The craft beer renaissance has taken 
Ireland as well, but most breweries are too 
small to export internationally yet. Murphy 
also likes Kilkenny Irish cream ale because it’s 
a bit unique in that it’s poured with nitrogen, 
like Guinness (who produces it), which is what 
gives it its creamy texture. 







BEYOND GREEN BEER 

If you’ve downed your fair share of green-hued beer during St. Patty’s 
Days past, it’s time to leave it in your college memories. You’ve gradu- 
ated, and your Irish beer game can too. While Guinness stout is the 
go-to Irish beer here, most of the beer consumed in Ireland are lagers, 
Murphy said. Harp is one you’ll find here. And despite popular belief, 
many Irish styles are easy drinkers with low to average ABV percent- 
ages (including Guinness draught). The other indigenous beer style to 
Ireland is the Irish red ale. “It’s a malt-forward beer with a real light hop 
character” that’s akin to British pale ale with a redder color and a touch 
of sweetness, Murphy said. Smithwick’s and Murphy’s are two Irish red 
ales also available here. 

While Irish craft beer may not be available here just yet, there are a 
few breweries closer to home with Irish styles that are still great for the 
holiday Murphy likes Begyle’s Dicey Riley Irish red because it’s extra 
fresh, as it travels only a few blocks to get to Mrs. Murphy’s from the 
brewery at 1800 W Cuyler Ave. Craft brewers in the U.S. have the ad- 
vantage of delivering fresher beer that travels less, unlike imports from 
Ireland. 

Jordan Goldberg, an assistant manager at Lush Wine & Spirits West 
Town (1412 W Chicago Ave. 312-666-6900) recommends a few options 
found at Lush and other beer shops around town: Moylan’s Danny’s 
Irish style red ale made in California, which is malty and sweet with a 
low hop profile and a big barley character, as well as Great Lakes’ Con- 
way’s Irish ale from Ohio, which is lightly roasted malt with a toasty 
flavor. 


BEYOND JAMESON 

“Irish whiskey tends to be this beautiful, perfect duality between 
smooth and spicy-sharp,” said Drew Larson, former beverage direc- 
tor at Hopleaf and founding co-owner of Leaders Beverage Consulting. 
“It’s the hardest thing to explain when you have all of these spicy beauti- 
ful characteristics.” 

Murphy said Irish whiskey “isn’t as aggressively in your face.” It isn’t 
dried out with peat like scotch, and instead is triple-distilled in copper 
pot stills. He said its flavor is “slightly peppery and a little bit sweet,” like 
honey Though Jameson might be the most well-known Irish whiskey, it 
isn’t the only option out there. Here’s what to look for behind the bar. 

For mixing: When you’re going the Irish coffee route, Larson said 
there’s nothing wrong with going with the cheapest Irish whiskey on 
the shelf “It’s a component. You don’t have to use the best product out 
there,” he said. “I haven’t had an Irish whiskey that isn’t a good repre- 
sentation.” □ 

For shots: Larson argues that Irish whiskey is meant more for sipping 
than shooting. If a round of shots is a must. Powers is a good basic op- 
tion, Murphy said. 

For sipping: For those looking for something comparable in price to 
Jameson, try Bushmills. If you want to step it up and price isn’t a con- 
cern, Murphy said he prefers Bushmills’ Black Bush. Redbreast, a full- 
bodied Irish whiskey comes highly recommended from both Larson 
and Murphy Murphy said it’s slightly fruitier and toastier than the oth- 
ers. For more of a delicate honey flavor with dove-like spiciness, try 
Green Spot: “It’s a nice, round flavor; it doesn’t have any sort of burn 
to it,” Murphy said. Another option to try is Kilbeggan’s Connemara; 
Larson said this peated Irish whiskey is sweet and mellow with “spicy 
caramel and toasted hazelnuts on the palate.”

THIS WEEK'S HIGHLIGHTS 


St. Pat’s unlucky wake

When St. Patrick’s Day in Chicago is over, 
and the river returns to its natural color, the 
day-after debauchery usually still involves 
bagpiping— of the flatulent variety 

As common as the four-leaf clover is a sym- 
bol for the Irish holiday the post-party wind 
breaking associated with eating traditional 
St. Patrick’s Day grub such as corned beef, 
cabbage, potatoes and carrots is the butt of 
so many mid-March jokes. But as fun as it is 
to blow gas and toot puns about the tummy 
troubles that come along with heavy Irish 
meals, why is there such a stinky stigma when 
it comes to St. Pat’s? 

“There are several things to consider,” said 
registered dietitian Bethany Doerfler of North- 
western Medicine’s Digestive Health Center. 
‘Any holiday and it happens that it is St. Pat- 
rick’s Day where overindulgence is the hall- 
mark, it creates a scenario for our system where 
we are throwing more food at it.” 

To explain why that corned beef and cab- 
bage is causing so much flatulence, you first 
have to understand the basics of how digestion 
works. When food— especially large amounts 
of it— is eaten, natural bacteria inside the in- 
testines go to work breaking it down. When 


that happens, gases like methane, carbon 
dioxide and hydrogen are produced. So the 
more food, the more potential for gas. 

“Cabbage itself is notorious,” she said. The 
leafy green (white when boiled in an Irish 
meal, of course) is known for the sulfuric com- 
pounds it carries. The gut bacteria that breaks 
down the sulfur-heavy cabbage produces a gas 
that’s particularly offensive. 

But cabbage isn’t the only culprit. Because 
a St. Patrick’s Day meal usually is high in fat, 
the food lingers in the intestines. The longer 
the meal hangs around, the harder the bac- 
teria have to work to break it down, and the 
more gas is produced ... and released. 

“Most people will notice that lovely side ef- 
fect the day after,” Doerfler said. 

While the gas and less-than-desirable side 
effects come with the territory of a big day 
out, Doerfler said revelers can avoid what she 
calls a “gut hangover.” 

Avoiding big greasy meals, staying away 
from the hair of the dog and hydrating will 
help a green stomach recover more quickly 
Lean proteins, cooked vegetables and fruits in 
smaller, regular portions are much better for 
recovery than a huge burger and a bloody mary

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Liam Neeson in *Run All Night’ 


Lots of bullets, but 
hits nothing original 


For something new 
and different, “Run 
All Night” stars Liam 
Neeson (“Taken”) as 
a concerned parent 
with a particular 
set of deadly skills. 
Even though Jimmy 
Cordon’s (Neeson) portrayed as a shlubby 
miserable alcoholic, he’s also an action hero 
capable of defeating cops in a car chase and 
breaking into a vehicle using only a shoelace. 
And since he has nightmares about the many 
New Abrkers he’s killed over the years for his 
best pal Shawn Maguire (Ed Harris), Jimmy’s 
supposedly one of the better of the movie’s 
many awful people, whose Irish heritage ex- 
plains the St. Patrick’s Day weekend release 
of this violent, repetitive dreck. 

Ads for “Run All Night”— the third and 
least entertaining collaboration between 
Neeson and director Jaume Collet-Serra 
(“Unknown,” “Non-Stop”)— show that 
Jimmy kills Shawn’s stupid, terrible son 
Danny (Boyd Holbrook) to defend Jimmy’s 
estranged son Mike (Joel Kinnaman). As 
Shawn swears bloody revenge, this thin 
excuse to destroy buildings and faces falls on 
the wrong side of the divide between tightly 
efficient and numbingly simple. Meanwhile, 
the chief source of excitement is supposed to 
be Jimmy’s progressive slaughter of countless 
enemies, even as the protective dad tells his 
son not to be like him. Like many hypocriti- 
cal action movies, the audience’s bloodlust is

encouraged even as a respected character’s is 
refused. 

Writer Brad Ingelsby repeats a climactic 
element from his work on the superior “Out 
of the Furnace” and resorts to countless 
cliches, including a corrupt, ineffective police 
force with one honest detective (Vincent 
D’Onofrio, wishing he were in “The Fugi- 
tive”) and Mike being unwilling to call Jimmy 
“dad.” (Guess how that plays out!) Sample 
dialogue includes Shawn telling Jimmy “We 
did what we did because we had to.” 

In theory having your only friend want 
to kill your son should generate a ton of 
suspense. “Run All Night” seems to think 
the Neeson/Harris showdown of tough 
guys who don’t raise their voices is a clash of 
Pacino/De Niro (“Heat”) proportions, or at 
least comparable to the New York Rangers/ 
New Jersey Devils matchup simultaneously 
happening on screen. But both leads are just 
mumbling through old territory— side note: 
Like “Taken,” the generic “Run All Night” 
also demonizes Albanians — and the movie 
never livens up from its dreadful opening, 
a vision of the final battle in which Jimmy’s 
lying on the ground in the woods next to a 
shotgun, noting in voiceover, “I have done 
terrible things in my life” and “No sin goes 
unpunished in this life.” What a thrill.
